Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant expressed an interest in discussing the process by which 
the composition is produced and how to amend the claims accordingly to demonstrate that the claimed composition is 
patentably distinct from that of the cited reference (Venkataraman, USPN 6,509,492). Applicant stated that the claimed 
composition has less variability in the therapeutic dose levels of the dosage forms when produced by the claimed 
process. Applicant and Examiners discussed some proposed amendments to the claims. Examiners encouraged 
Applicant to consider amendments to the claims that would demonstrate a physical distinction between the claimed 
product and that of the reference. Applicant further stated that claims 31-48 are actually composition claims and that 
reference to the "process of claim 31" was a typographical error and should read the "composition" of claim 31. 
Accordingly, Applicant submits that claims 31-48 read on the elected invention. Examiners stated that all amendments 
to the claims would be carefully considered and the rejections would be reconsidered in light of the claim amendments 
and Applicant's remarks. 
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
